The niass meetiDg id tbe inter- 
est of the Graded School propo- 
Bition w,tH held Taet.lay night at 
Temple TneHtre, as anrtoanccd, 
aod was attended by a uoiuber 
of men aod women, not all eona- 
mitted to the graded ficliool move- 
ment bat all interested and 8eek- 
iaK to know the points at issue. 
Hon. L M . Ray made the prin- 
cipal speech of the evening and 
was followed by Kevs. Brandon, 
Dame and Brazelton, Messrs G. 
0. Atkinson a«d B. L. Wise, and 
Prof. C. £. I^odley, tbe latter 
closing with a ronsine appeal to 
the pchool Bpirit and exhortation 
tu the people to get behind the 
moTement and do all tbe goo'l 
they could for their obildren and 
their homes. 

Paul M. Moore, school Trustee, 
was mada ohairnaan of the meet 

Hon. L. M. Kay, ex-represeu- 
tativo ot Uopkius Cuuuty, was 
the llrat spaakar of the evening, 
havinz come Qpon an invitation 
from the citizen's committee, 
who asked him to bring booke 
from the thariirs offloa and ex- 
plain to the BarliDKton people 
abont the question of school tax. j 

Mr. Ray made an appeal in 
favor of graded echoola and ipoke 
to tbe enbancemeiit of property 
Talnes in cities where ^urh 
schools were ^ maintained and 
guaranteed by a proper tax. He 
called attention to MidiBonvIlle 
where he said the people had run 
the Bchool along oo just any sys 
tern always until tbe last few 
years. Now they have an excel- 
lent graded and high nchool nyR 
tem and property values have 



Sjssorw' Mr- Hiy referred to tho 
sheriff''* tux ti()ok he had brouirht 
and told the audience that Karl- 
lugton now has a total assessed 
valoatiou of $087,498.00 for the 
year 1912, not includini: any 
railroad or franchise tax. He

RiKht here I will 
say thaf Barlingtoo is the easiest 
place in tlip county for the sher- 
iff to collect tax, aod we get the 
cotnmiBsiuu on this collection. 
Looking over the Barhngton as- 
sessMtlts this aftarnoon I found 
an occasional mini who pays on 
$5000 or more, uow and then a 
|80db list, and a few people who 
pay oo $9000. ' The rest of the 
property owners run from $1001) 
to i>500 or less The bijj tax pay- 
er of Barlinaton is the St. Ber- 
nard Mining Co., their Ii8t being 
in Earlin{;ton 1571,000.00. Th .t 
onp concern, thouzh they have 
not a child on earth, pay abont 
two thirds of the entire tax paid 
in Earlintiton. Yon no»' pay 16- 
2-8 cents into the county treas- 
ury. You would pay in Earling- 
ton, if yoo vote the naw district, 
not more than SOcts and keep 
it all at home. Yon will al- 
most certainiy pay 20c on the 
$100 lb the oonnty next year 
and this money foaa all over 

the county. 

Wl.cii you i:et your own graded 
school district you woald pay no 
money for NortonviUa, White 
Plains, Morton Gap or any other 
outside points. Yoo pay now 
$1 00 poll tax to the county fund. 
Yoo woold pay not more than 
$1 50 poll into the Earlington 
graded school treasury. If you 
have no property tbe increase of

the whole tax. I would expect 
that the railroad would pay per 
hips one-half of the balance.'' 
He predicted that if the Earling- 

ton people do not vote the grad- 
ed pehool district and tax, that 
Eirlmgton will have presently 
only the country district school 
lasting six months, ioHtead of 
the splendid graded school for 
nine mouths we now enjoy. 

B. L. Wise was called on and 
?poke of the splendid school 
buiMuiii erected bv the 6t. Ber- 
nard Mminu Oo., with a value of 
some $20,000 00 an^ devoted to 
the free use of the Earlincton 
children. He said if the St 
Bernard support was withdrawn 
we woold go to the basis of Mm- 
nington or Grapevine, or other 
country district PchoolB. He said 
the man who rents a home in 
Barliocton paya in his rent the 
tii.xes of his landlord aod that the 
landlord owes the tenant some- 
thing iu the way of schools for 
his children. 

Geo, C. Atkinsoo, president of 
the St. Bernard Mining Co. said: 
"Bro. Brandon spoke of what the 
St. Bernard night do. Suppose 
the St. B>'riiard pIiouM turn tlie 
key in the school liousydoor. Of 
course, as long as 1 am at tbe 
head of tbe company that will 
not be done, l)ut it mifr'ht come 
to a six-month» nchool. As I

He told instances of poor people 
he had known who has seen their 
opportunities and had sought ed- 
ucation for themselves and their 
children and of the splendid re- 
sults achieved. He offered a 
rousing exhortation for- interest 
in schools and school progress, 
■that will make something worth 
while ot a boy or asirl. He said

The railroad 
valoations and tbe franchise 
taxes oo telephone and telegraph 
companies are indreasing rapid- 
ly. You people would draw eve- 
ry dollar of railroad and fran- 
chise tax and you . would get it 
and keep it all at boine for yoor 
own benefit." 

Mr. Ray closed by saying tnat 
he would be glad to try to ans- 
wer any question on the tax 
qnastion. The qneafcioa was 
asked, "Would the proposed 
graded school tax be a tax in ad 
dition to tibe present tax paid to 
the oonnty treasury?" 

Mr. Ray ftnswered : "It would 
not. All yon levy you get. And 
the county sbariff won't ooma 
out bare and aoUaet any sobool 
tax off of yoo." 

Mr. Braodon said iu his short 
Calk: "I have never lived in 
t4)wn before where I have not 
paid a school poll tax. Mr. Ray 
has told you that tbe 6t. Beroard

our company will have to pay 
more in taxes than it has ever giv- 
e I to public tchools,bnt I'm for it 
and the company is for it, for the 
benefit of the children aod the 
people of Earlington, and when 
September 14th comes we want 
to see yon roll op a big majority 
for the graded school district in 
Earlington." 

Mr. Dame said: "I have al- 
ways been for schools and am 
glad ta speak my sentiment. 
We bava' Ut' fjfiod school now. 
There is no argument abont that 
and we want to keep our school 
good and make it bettar. When 
I came first to Earlington I came 
out of a rural district where we 
had one teacher. My experience 
and observation has been that the 
country district schools are poor 
and there is not much advance to 
be bad by wading through water 
and mod to the district school f. 
After my children had entered 
the Eirlington school I was sur- 
prised at the rapid advance they 
made. When I went away 1 
said that Barhngton seemed to 
me to have one Of the best schools 
anywhere to be found. We went 
back to tbe country and the one- 
room school for two years and 
two of our children were knock- 
ed out of their opportunity to 
get a good common school ednca 
tion. If the Barlington children 
have not a good common and 
high school education it is not 
because they have not had the 
ohanoa. Now we say school 
bnilding was not built by the 
people bnt by the coal company 
We ought to be gratefnl for hav 
ing had this privilaica. These 
boys and girls are at stake. I 
would not give one nine-montbs 
term in Ef^rlington for cwo whole 
years of snob schools aa wa gen 
erally have in the country." 

Mr Brazelton said : "1 think 
a preacher can have bnt one great 
reason for believing in this 
dchool movement; that is that he 
shall be for the greatest good to 
the people of the community

•all otirselvet, the average citizens. The whole outfit is a dieap and in- 
adequate thing for the twentieth centurv. OUR SLIPSHOD AND 
CHAOTIC SYSTKM, IF SYSTEM IT CAN BK CALLED, POS- 
SIBLY ANSWERED FAIRLY WELL T]IE NEEDS OF FORTY 
OB FIFTY Y^EAliS AGO, but everything else has moved tremen- 
dously within that time and moTcd with tka greatest celerity and mo- 
mentum. 

With our schools here in Kentucky we have practically stood still, 
trusting to luck or some other mysterious power to supplement our 
indifference and neglect. Not so with other more proapernus and 
progressive states, fully recognizing the value and importance of their 
ehild^eft.' ^ "WiO^tellgfatened aeld and intelligence their tendency has 
been to crowd all the money into their schools that'bonld lw judi- 
ciously used, looking upon it as a wise, businesslike proposition, a 
moet pfrofitable investment, and so it has proved, states younger and 
■o more favprablr situated, with really inferior natural resources, sur- 
passing us in'mateml wealth: two and three fold. " ' •

Bveo with 
rifle and full marching kit on bis back 
a Norwegian soldier, when equipped 
with his snowshoes. can trarel at thir- 
ty miles an hour on a slight grade, and 
even on leva! gronnd be ean cover from 
fUteeo to twenty miles an hour. Tbe 
skis used by tbe Norwegian soldiers 
consist of flat pltves of wood eight fe^t 
to twelve feet long and four and one- 
half to six inches broad.

ENGRAVING THE STEEL DIES. 



Mew Thi« Dtlicata Work It Don* and

TlM muuiflMtw* of postage atampt 
iBTOlTca a i»ror«sa not altocttbcr ala- 

pie. There Is much labor given to the 
toaklug of the little wafers with which 
•▼erybody is bo familiar. The first 
•t4> toward the production of the 
liMp la, of eonna. tba angraTlng of 
tba dto with which It la piintad. Only 
atoel of tha flneat qnality la oaad for 
Ibe purpose, and upon thlB the engrav- 
en slowly and laboriously cut line by 
line the portrait or the emblem that 
•ba goTenunaat haa atiocted for tha 
parOealar aUmp la lyand. 

BaffraTera call thla dla a "negative," 
for the reason that It la a reversal of 
the design that the stamp will exhibit. 

Ul^OD the completion of the die 
pnotB are "pulled." Should these 
fMT* aatlafactory the die la then 
kardened and fixed In the bed of a 
press of grent po^'T- Then a ateel 
roller who.sc cirouiuference Is several 
times thp diameter of tlie die is pass- 
ad over It, immense (ircssure being 
iqppllad. ao that every line cut on the 
surface of the die may be ^1 01 pressed 
apon that of the roller aa loany 
times as the cirfiimfcrence of ti '' 
roller is larger thiin the area of tlio 
Ale. The renult is that there are re- 
yrodnced on the roller four perfect 
ceplea of the die. bat copies that are 
reversed Fngraverp call theae Impres- 
aSone "positives." 

The iit xt step is to harden the roller 
In order that It may give the Impres 
jdons once more, tbis time to the plate 
which the real printing la to be 
obtained. This plate, which ia alao of 
the flseat ateel, !s of a size large 
cooogh to print a sheet of stamps, 
numbering from 2<Ki to 'MJO, nf n single 
Impreasion. Great pressure is brought 
Ae bear npon the surface of thla plate. 
«oce for each atamp in the aabseqnent 
aheet and then the plate la hardened. 
It follows, of course, that such liupros 
aioiis nro "negatires" and that the 
prints obtained from them— the stamps 
ihemaelTea— are "poamree." 

It shDOld be atated at thla point that 
4m reaaon why the printliig ia done in 
this way Inatead of from a single die 
Uefl in the fact that such enormous 
numbers of stamps are required. Then, 
too. the printing could not be done from 
|ke roller, inaamuch aa on the roller the 
Itaaa are in "reUeT inatead of being 
•InclscHl •• Furthermore. It would not 
Iw practU alile to employ several dies 
jor a great number of them engraved. 
BChe expense would be too great, and 
M two atainpa would bo aboolateiy 



When the woitann hare obtained 

three satisfactory printing plates these 
axe fastened to the bed of a special 
kind of printing press. Peculiar care b> 
agnrclaed In the process of iukiug. 
Vpon the iftfirt^ng of the machinery the 
flrst plate la Inked and wiped automat- 
"kaliy unOl the plate fairly sblnea. ^bia 
swiping takes away all the ink except 
that which clings to the lines of the 
MJ^^irJOO engravings, 
'Tx^eprinteri'lay o?er the plate a aheet 
«f dampened paper, a alight degree of 
keat 1« applied to the plate In order 
that the ink may "swell," and then 
more pressure Js applied. During all 
thla tlme>the aecond plate has been re- 
aatving Ita Ink, and aoboeqoontly the 
third Ls brought into action, with the 
result that, although all three platea 
are on the same press, each one of 
them is at a given moment uudergolug 
« different proceaa from ita fellows. 

When the printed aheeta have been 
firoperly dried they are aant to a gam- 
mlDK niHi'bliie. In this thUf are passed 
tetween u dry roller on one aide and a 
roller moistened with mucilage on tho 
atber. From the roUe^s they emerge, 
wot aide up. on to an endless web that 
teareri tbom tbrongb a atoam baatod 
box. 

Fi-om tbis box they reappear to re- 
eeive the perforations, which are made 
%f paaaing the sheets between a cylln 
«or proTldsd with ateel pint and a cyl- 
tader perforated wttl^ boloo to vateb 
the pins. 

The lapt step In the manufacture of 
the stamp Is the pressing of the sheets 
te overcome tbeir tendency to curl by 
gaaaon of the mucilage used. This 
fwaalng la aeeompllabed by hydraulic 
power. 

The stamps are now refidy fbr tbe
